John Lee, colored, held in connec­ 


tion with the death of Joseph Clev­ 
enger, waived preliminary 
hearing 
this afternoon before M ayor Bebout 


and was bound over to the 
grand 


jury without bond. 
Lee was brought 


before the mayor shortly before two 


o’clock and the charge, second de­ 
gree murder, was read to him. 


It was explained to him that the 
mayor had no jurisdiction when it 


came to sentencing him and that the 


charge was merely preferred in or­ 
der to hold him as the laws of this 


state provide that to hold a man in 


jail over a certain length of time a 


charge must be placed in some court. 
The negro appeared in good spirits 


and greeted M ayor Bebout, Prose­

President Wilson this afternoon de­ 
livered a direct message to tin* b u s i­ 


ness interest of the country,

fect he declared that the administra­ 
tion has completed its business pro­ 


gram and that hereafter business is 


to have a rest from restrictive and 
corrective legislation.

When I was a t home in Rushville 
I attended one or two of the moving 
picture shows nearly every night. 
1 
am still the same “moving picture 
fiend" here in Denver. 
But, believe 
me, they have some moving picture 
houses here. 
Curtis street for two 
blocks is one solid mass of electric 
light.-, so that it may well be called 
“ the great white way." 
In this ter­ 
ritory are 
congregated 
the 
large 
moving picture theaters of Denver— 
the 
Empress, 
the 
Colonial, 
the 
Bison, the Princess, the Isi>, 
the 
Paza, the Iris and the 
Paris, 
the 
latter with a $30,000 organ of most 
peculiar construction 
and 
instru­ 
mentation, different from any other 
organ I ever 
heard. 
And 
1 have 
heard some famous organs, such as 
the one in the Cincinnati Exposition 
building, the one in the Salt Lake 
City Mormon temple and other fam ­ 
ous organs in churches. 


The Paris and the Isis, the best 
theaters in Denver, frequently have 
an attendance of 9,000 to 10,000 in a 
single day. 
It is estimated th at at 
least 150,000 people cross Sixteenth 
and Curtis streets every Saturday 
afternoon and evening. 


Curtis street is always crowded 
and Billy Sunday's audiences 
of 
form 12,001) to 13,000 people? in a t­ 
tendance at the tabernacle this fall 
made no inroad on the attendance in 
the moving picture theater district, 
nor do the concerts at the present 
time in the auditorium building 
on 
Sunday afternoons by (he Innis band 
of fifty pieces, with audiences of 10.- 
000 to 12,000 people, have the least 
effect on the size of the moving pic­ 
ture crowd. 


The moving picture show is a won­ 
derful modern institution which grew 
to enormous proportions in a rem ark­ 
ably short time, and is exercising a 
wonderful influence on the 
people, 
both educational and as an 
aiuu.^ci- 
ment. 
At first the moving picture b u s i ­ 
ness w as developed on educational 
lines, presenting scenes and activities 
of foreign countries 
and 
strange 
lands, but it was soon found that the 
m ajority of the people do not want 
to be educated. 
They want to be 
amused, hence the light dram as and 
farce comedies were developed 
and 
are now 
produced in preponderance. 
Blood-and-thunder pieces 
are 
the 
most 
popular, 
and 
sensational 
films are the greatest money m ak­ 
ers. 
For 
instance, 
“ The 
White 
Slave" brought in $25,000 the first 
week, $50,000 the second week, and 
up to date has netted $2,000,000. 


However, in this article 1 wish to 
call attention to some of the 
short 
comings and the ridiculous and in­ 
consistent features of 
the 
moving 
picture dram as. 
F o r instance, when the “ villain" 
of the dram a commits a m urder the 
“innocent bystander" or perhaps the 
hero of the piece, who happens to 
first come upon the scene of the “foul 
deed", invariably picks up the bloody 
knife or the revolver and HOLDS IT 
IN HIS HANDS until the sheriff or 
or the police arrive 
Of course, in 
every instance, he is accused of the 
crime and hailed before an impos­ 
sible court, and regardless of su r­ 
rounding circumstances or any evid­ 
ence the accused may offer and con­ 
trary to all common 
sense, he 
is 
railroaded into prison, or sentenced 
to be hung. 
If it is a western dram a 
with cowboy actors he is promptly 
and unceremoniously taken out and a 
rope placed around his neck. 
Then 
they manage to have a parley long 
enough to give the cowgirl 
or 
tin* 
heroine time to get a horse out of 
the stable and come upon the scene 
of the hanging just as they are pull­ 
ing up t he victim and she 
rescues 
him by shooting the rope in two, or 
by bringing up the real culprit. 
AH the maneuvers are of course 
calculated 
to work 
toward a “cli­ 
m ax" to produce “ thrill"’’ in the a u ­ 
dience. 
But certain of the features con­ 
nected with the plot ae ridiculous in 
the extreme and a f i r s t - c l a s s senario 
writer or producer should be ingeni­ 
ous enough to use more natural and 
reasonable causes and effects. 
Then there is the 
“crushing'' of 


letters, legal documents, 
money or 
newspapers. 
For instance, the love­ 
lorn maiden in the dram a receives a 
letter from either the villain 
or 
a 
rival in her love affair, stating that 
the fiance is faithless. 
She will at 
once assume an attitude and expres­ 
sion of great anguish, CRUSH 
THE 
LETTER and fall back on the sofa. 
The mother then rushes in, takes 
the crushed letter, straightenes it out 
reads it and 
likewise 
crushes 
it. 
The father then comes 
upon 
the 
scene; 
he will 
grab 
the 
letter 
straighten it somewhat 
and 
after 
reading it, will also crush it and at 
once start out to look for the perfidi­ 
ous one. 


1 have seen many episodes in the."e 
dram as where letters and even legal 
documents, such as wills and deeds, 
which the very nature 
o f 
things 
should be preserved for future use 
in the inevitable court proceedings, 
were crushed out of shape by every 
one that took a look at them. 


The usual dram atic procedure is 
— the girl receives the 
letter, 
her 
face is radient 
with 
smiles; 
she 
quickly opens 
the 
envelope 
and 
scans the letter. 
Her face changes 
from smiles to anguish. 
The letter 
is then thrown on the screen for the 
audience to read, then the girl in­ 
variably crushes tlict letter. 


In other cases, the gentleman ol‘ 
the house sits down to his breakfast 
and while eating peruses the m orn­ 
ing paper. 
All a t once his e y e s fall 
upon unwelcoming 
and 
damaging 
news on the fifth page; 
he puts on 
a tragic stage effect, crushes the p a ­ 
per, throws it down, grabs his hat 
and cane and rushes to his office. 
The wife picks up the 
paper 
and 


lo o k s upon the same spot, and she. 
too, crushes the paper. 
Of course, 
the item read may be a crushing 
matter, but the crushing is done so 
regularly and unfailingly that it is 
quite noticeable. 


Now in case when a wife gets a 
“billet doux" 
from 
some 
gallant 
making an appointment for a cham­ 
paign dinner at a cafe with a caba­ 
ret adjunct, and the husband comes 
home 
unexpectedly 
while 
she , is 
reading it, it is perfectly natural that 
she should crush it quickly and hide 
it in her bosom. 


Or, when the business man is se at­ 
ed at the desk in his su m p tu o u s o f­ 
fice and a messenger bov brings him 
a note from the “other woman", but 
while reading it, his wife, all radiant 
with smiles and unsuspecting, unex­ 
pectedly enters the office, 
in 
that 
case it is perfectly in order and per­ 
missible that he crush the note and 
drop it in the* waste basket. Which, 
however, may be picked out a fte r­ 
wards hv the typist or the office hoy 
to be used against him later, as the 
plot of the piece may demand. 


Another ease— A married profes­ 
sional man, while busy at his desk, 
receives a note, but he has hardly 
had time to read it when the tele­ 
phone rings and is hurriedly called 
out. 
He lays down the note 
and 
hurries out of 
his 
office. 
During 
his absence the wife visit- the office. 
She spies 
the 
incriminating 
note. 
She pieks it up, reads it, crushes it 
as usual, but diplomacy in this p a r­ 
ticular case demands that the hus­ 
band, should not know that she has 
seen the note, so she lays the crush­ 
ed paper back on 
the 
desk. 
The 
husband returns, 
looks 
over 
the 
desk, but never notices! that the in- 
oriminating letter had been crushed 
out 
of 
shape, 
and 
consequently 
should at once know that the note 
was handled. 
Now all this is incon­ 
sistent and not natural. 
If the plot 
demands that he should not notice 
that the letter may have been seen 
by his wife, then it would be more 
consistent if the wife would c a re ­ 
fully piek up the note, read it and 
go through her agonizing stage play, 
but lav the letter down .just, a- she 
found it, without crushing it. 
Tins 
would save the face of the husband 
from being considered a chump by 
the audience for not noticing so pal­ 
pable a thing. 
A nother.inconistency in the stage 
play of moving picture d r a m a s i- in 
cases of extreme peril, a fire for in- 
stum e, or when the \illiau bus the 


girl cornered in a room and a great 
struggle is going on. 
The hero rush­ 
es to the lescue, but as soon as he 
arrive.- at the burning building or at 
the door of the room, as the case 
may be, he d o es not enter promptly 
and with the greatest liaste to effect 
the 
rescue, 
which 
he 
naturally 
should do but he stops 
and 
goes 
through a lot of contortions of an- 
quisli and stage play, so that the on­ 
looker feels like giving him a kick 
and telling him to hurry 
and 
get 
busy. 


And then there are such pieces of 
“continued” 
feature 
dram as like 
“ Tlie Perils of Pauline," “The Mil­ 
lion Dollar M ystery," with their in­ 
consistent and ludicrous situations. 
Pauline, it seems, does not learn by 
experience. 
Hardly is she 
rescued 
from one perilous danger by her lov­ 
er, than she is ready to fall into the 
next trap set by the villiun, and the 
“horseplay" i> so obvious 
that 
a 
child would see into it. 
But week 
after week Pauline falls into 
the 
traps regardless of the 
harrowing 
experiences of the week before. 
It is the same in “The Million Dol­ 
lar M ystery.” 
Although the heroine 
has been captured and tortured re­ 
peatedly, no sooner is an 
anony­ 
mous phone message received 
that 
“Jim is badly hurt,” than the 
girl 
goes into hysterics and rushes off 
to permit herself 
to 
he 
captured 
again. 
It i> said “A burnt child dreads 
the fire," but in tlie.-e films tlie utter 
disregard of this principle is >o ob­ 


vious as to be disgusting. 
Ilarrold McGrath i- mentioned as 
the author of “The Million Dollar 
Mystery," but these ridiculou" "dila­ 
tions that violate all common sense 
can certainly not he called dram a­ 
tic skill. 
Another and an amusing feature 
in these moving picture dram as 
is 
that every young man carries the en­ 
gagement ring alwny." with him— in­ 
variably in the 
vest 
pocket. 
Ac­ 
cording 
t o these dram as unmarried 
men are always prepared for emer­ 
gencies. 
The meeting between “him" 
and “ her" may be ever so accidental 
or unforseen and unexpected, but if 
a “serious" case ensues upon “first 
sight,” the young man is fully pre­ 
pared for the occasion. 
He 
haul- 


o u t the engagement ring and cinches 
the in utter then and there. 


That the moving picture business 
has attained 
gigantic 
proportions 
m ay readily be gathered 
from 
the 
fact 
that 
more 
than 
16,090.060 
Americans attend the moving picture 
theaters every day in the year. 
At 
5 cents each they pay to tin* exhibi­ 


tors $ 8 0 0 ,0 0 0 
every 
tw enty-four 
hours. 
This is $ 5 .6 0 0 ,0 0 0 a 
week 
and,about $ 4 0 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 a year. Like 
the b u sin e s s of eating, it is patron­ 
ized 365 days or 5 2 week- oi t days 


ea c h , all the year through. 
No other b u sin ess has ever grown 
in 15 years tom an undreamed, un­ 
known idea t»> a stage ranking with 


the greatest of human interests. Ov­ 
er $75,000,000 are now invested and 
250.000 people are employed. 
The six leading industries of the 
United States in the order of their 
magnitude are: 
oil, sugar, 
steel, 
rubber, moving pictures and smelt­ 
ing. 
Think of one film company using 
500.000 feet of this celluloid .stuff 
every week. 
This means the unreel­ 
ing of 100 miles every 7 days, or 
5.000 miles a year. 
And three score 
companies are unfurling these reels 
in similar rapidity. 
And how many reels? Well, multi- 
lily 5,000 miles by 5,280 feet and di­ 
vide half the result by 1000 feet for 
a reel and the other half of 2,000 
feet for a reel, and you have a basis 
for the estimate— say 700 plays a 
week.
